radio speech of bristling tone that 
the CIO has enrolled

workers, left up to the New Dual 
high command the question of de-

the Democratic 


party and the CIO shall trod sep- 
arate paths. 
Thn CIO chief castigated "those 


who profess to be the keepers of 
the public conscience" for failure 
to criticize the "murder of unarm- 
ed men" in the recent steel strikes. 


He added as a warning: 
"Labor next year cannot avoid 


the necessity of a plltlcal assay 
of the work and deeds of Its so- 
called friends and its political ben- 
efactors. 
It must determine who

Bred gilts should be fed about 
one nnd one-half pounds of con- 
centrates per day for each one 
hundred pounds of

little less, depending upon their 
condition.

"A few clays nerore tho sow is 


due to farrow, tho pen should bo

A three to five per cent solution 
of any good coal-tar preparation 
makes a good disinfectant.

eliminating the corn and adding 
wheat bran.

"A safe 
procedure in feeding

The prac- 
tice of giving the sow a physic 
by adding to her first feed after 
farrowing one and one-half table- 
spoonsfuis of epsom salts Is very 
good.

farrowing, the ration should be 
gradually increased so that she 
will be receiving practically all 
she wants when her pigs are two 
weeks old. Green forage- Is an 
essential part of the ration at 
this time. 
Bate of Growth of Young. 


The rate of growth 
of 
the 


young pigs at this time will be 
determined largely by tho amount 
of milk the sow gives. In addi- 
tion to green pasture and grain, 
considerable use must be made of 
feeds high in protein. 


"Pigs begin to take an Interest 


in their mother's rations when 
about three weeks old, To make 
It possible for the pigs to got feed 
at frequent Intervals, a 
creep 


should be constructed In tho pen 
convenient for both tho pigs and 
tho feeder. Dry whole grain will 
bo eaten at first by tho pigs 
with tho greatest apparent relish. 
Later, there should be added pro- 
tein feeds such as tankage, wheat 
shorts, and cottonseed meal. When 
feeding skim milk, care should 
be taken to keep 
the 
troughs 


clean. It Is the practice to wean 
pigs at about sixty days of age. 
If they have had up to this time 
the advantage of a creep and 
good rations, they will scarcely 
miss tho mother's milk. A few 
days before the pigs are to be 
weaned, 
the 
mother's 
rations 


should be cut in half, thus re- 
ducing the danger of an inflamed 
an'd caked udder.

HONGKONG, Sept. 3.—<ff>—Ty- 
phoon battered Hongkong 
today 
was a city and harbor strewn 
with wreckage, with bodies wash- 
ed up along the waterfront and 
great ships pitched 
craztly in- 
land. 


The Typhoon roared northwest, 
leaving a death toll rangnlg from 
300 upwards. It was expected to 
strike the China coast 
midway 


between Amoy 
and 
Foochow, 


probably swirling on In proxim- 
ity to bloody Shanghai. 


High gales still blew here. The 
storm's havoc greatly accentuated 
the misery In this city, packed 
with war refugees and 
fighting 
a cholera epidemic In which two- 
thirds of the cases have been fa- 
tal. 


The death toll was estimated 


at 500 or more. Canton was hit. 
Many ships were beached 
here 


and on nearby Islands. 


Among the shipping sunk was 


the hulk of the American yacht 
Shenandoah III, 
once owned by
